Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 1-3,5-15,17-18 and 20-26 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of record 
either taken singularly or in combination fails to disclose the invention as claimed. In particular, 
reference to Inaba's 106 and Pedlow's 829 and Chudy' 678 are the closest prior arts but fail to 
disclose that the fixing portions of the connecting block and the liquid receiver have outer

peripheral surfaces with are cylindrical surfaces sharing a same diameter, the liquid receiver is 
fixed to the connecting block by at least one screw with the contact faces of the fixing portions in 
intimate contact with each other and the seal member is tubular and has rubber elasticity, the seal 
member has an inner shape smaller than contours of the outer peripheral surfaces of the fixing 
portions of the block and the liquid receiver and is fitted as elastically deformed around the 
fixing portion of the connecting block and the fixing portion of the liquid receiver in intimate 
contact with the outer peripheral surfaces of the fixing portions by elastic force of the seal 
member, in combination with other limitations in the claims..
